(Judge Mullowny of a Washington, D. ¢., 
police court, holds that it is legal for a 
woman to search her husband's clothes while 
he sleeps. He says a woman doesn’t love 
her husband unless she goes through: his 
pockets occasionaliy.—News item.)

BARS ARE PRIED APART 


Federal “Offenders Work. in 
“Bull-Pen’” While Cells Are 
Being Fumigated. 








Four Federal prisoners escaped from 
the “bull pen” inthe East St. Louis 
Jail at 10:30 o’clock Thursday morning 
during the. confusion incident to fumi- 
gating the cells. They obtained their lib- 
erty by bending two bars on one of the 
windows leading to the street. 

The fugitives are Lee Kindig, 22 years 
old, and C. C. Drakt, of the same age, 
jointly charged with robbing the Post- 
office at Ridgeville, Ill.; J. J. Grubb, 


‘also 22 years old, sentenced for one year 


to the Federal Penitentiary for robbing 
a mail box at Centralia, Ill., and Sam 
Wilson, 26 years old. 

During the weekly fumigation of the 
Jail at East St. Louis the 2% prisoners 
were moved downstairs to the large 
prison room known as the “bullpen,”’ 
until the air in the cells was fit for 
them to breathe. Sergt. Friesz had 
charge of them. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock two men, who 
gave their names as Peterson and Dun- 
can, called at the Jail and asked to 
see Charles George, who shot and 
killed William Calhdun a week ago, 
and who is in Jail pending the making 
of his bail bond. 

Sergt. Friesz accompanied the visitors 
to the room and called George to the 
barred gate. When George got close 
enough he whispered to

Friesz unlocked the door and sprang 
into the ‘‘bullpen’’ in time to prevent

The police believe the escape was 
planned by Grubb, who is described as 
an experienced prison breaker. At Dan- 
ville, Ill., he had almost sawed his way 
out of Jail before he was sent to East 
St. Louis for trial. Wednesday he was 
sentenced to one year in the Federal 
Prison at Leavenworth, Kan, He cursed 
his lawyers in court for not obtaining 
his release.

“I can’t make a statement just now, 
but I will explain everything later,’’ 
said Josias. 

Miss Keuthan buried her face in: her 
handkerchief and wept. 

“But you are innocent, are you not?” 
she sobbed. 

There was no reply. The front door 
had closed and the detective, holding 
Josias by the arm, was walking down 
the street. 

Admits He Pawned Rings. 

“Did you pawn a ring set with dia- 
monds and rubies belonging to Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Keuthan?’ Byrnes asked Jo- 
sias on the way to the station. 

“I did,’’ replied the young man. 

“Did you steal the ring from Mrs. 
Keuthan’s jewel case last Friday night?’ 

“No, I found it lying on the floor in 
Mrs. Keuthan’s room.’’ 

Last Friday Josias was a visitor at 
the Keuthan home. The following day 
Mrs. Josephine Keuthan, Daisy’s moth- 
er, missed a ring from the jewel case 
on the mantel in her room. She. said 
nothing to her daughter about the loss, 
but quietly made a report to the police, 
stated her suspicions and gave a de- 
scription of Josias. 

‘Wednesday -: afternoon Detectives 
Shannon and Byrnes found the ring in a 
pawnshop at Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street. The pawnbroker’s description 
of the man who had pawned the ring 
in the name of “S. Baker,” tallied in 
every particular with Mrs. Keuthan’s 
description of Josias.

Bought Rogers’ Concern, 

Mr. Rockefeller then told of the 
Standard Oil Co.’s purchase of the firm 
of Charles M. Pratt & Co., of Brook- 
lyn, in which H. H. Rogers was inter- 
ested. It also purchased the business 
of Warden, Flew & Co., which had a 
large plant in Philadelphia, including 
the plant of the American Refining Co., 
the Atlantic Refining Co., the Model Oil 
Co. and refineries in Pittsburg, the lat- 
ter being under the name of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Pittsburg. The aggre- 
gate of the property purchased, Mr. 
Rockefeller estimated at $3,000,000. 

“I come to your dealings in 1875 with 
Porter, oMreland & Co, and Bennett, 
Warner & Co.,",said the examining at- 
torney.

Always Extending Business. 

Mr. Rockefeller said negotiations for 
the purchase of these firms were con- 
summated in 1875, with the object of 
extending the company’s business.

Mr. Rockefeller said his attention first 
was directed to lubricating oil about 
1876. About 1878 the Standard Of] Co. 
Purchased the American Lubricating 
Oil Co. of Clevelana@ and the Mica Axle 
Grease Co. The purchases were made 
with the idea of further diversifying 
the business and getting a lubricating 
oll trade. 

“I want to bring to your attention the 
Empire Transportation Co, and what its 
relations were.’’ 

“The company was the owner of cars 
and the transporters of oil and other 
products on the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
As we understood the company was con- 
trolled by Pennsylvania interests. The 
company had been gathering pipe lines 
in the oil regions.

Mrs. Salina McCann of 416 Morgan 
street was beaten, kicked and choked 
unmercifully by a soldier who attacked 
her in the Ivory yards of the Missourt 
Pacific Railroad, south of St. Louis ana 
three miles north of Jefferson Barracks, 
about 1 a. m. Thursday. | 

Her assailant left her unconscious 
across a railroad track over which 
switch engines ‘were likely to ‘Dass at 
any time. “She was found by Mrs. Rob- 
ert Chew. of 501 Espenschied street, her 
companion, who fought another soldier 
off with a knife, summoned railroad men 
and went to Mrs. McCann’s aid. 

Thursday Mrs. McCann was in a seri- 
ous condition at the Chew home, her 
face a mass of: bruises, her right eye 
seriously injured and her turoat purple 
from the clutch of the soldier's fingers. 

The police are looking for the two sol- 
diers. They are looking, too, for Irvie 
McCann, the woman’s husband, who, she 
says, quarreled with her before he left 
home about 11 o’clock Wednesday night. 

All Four in a Quarrel. 

Irvie McCann'is night engineer on the 

Iron Mountain-Missouri Pacific ferry 
boat Lockwood, moored a mile and a 
half south of the city Hmits. Robert 
Chew is day engineer on the boat, 
Wednesday the McCanns took supper 
with the Chews and, their wives say, 
the two husbands indulged freely in in- 
toxicants. 
_ Late in the evening the McCanns 
quarreled, the wemen say, Mrs. Chew 
interfered, she says, and her husband 
quarreled with her. ‘1..e two men left 
the house, saying they were going to 
the boat. 

The Chew home is nearly a mile south 
of the Lockwood’s pier. The way there 
lies through the railroad yards. These 
yards are dark and lonely, practically 
deserted save for a cler:: or two and 
some car inspectors in a shanty and the 
crews of occasional switch engines. But 
the two women decided to go te the boat 
and induce their husbands to return. 

\ Attacked in Railroad Yards. 

On their way to the boat the women 
, 6a ‘by the soldiers, who 
shouted, “Hello, girls; where you go- 

“That’s none of your business,’’ 
plied the women, hurrying on. 

The soldiers followed them nearly :o 
the boat. The women expected to find 
their husbands at the boat, but were 
disappointed. They remained half an 
hour. 

On the way back the soldiers again 
accosted them, one of the men grabbing 
Mrs. McCann by the arm. The other 
attempted te seize Mrs. Chew, but she 
fought him off with her knife and ran 
to a shanty some distance up _ the 
tracks. 

Meanwhile the soldier who had seized 
Mrs. McCann was beating and choking 
her. Mrs. McCann was struggling and 
screaming. At the shanty two men re- 
fused to accompany Mrs. Chew back 
te assist Mrs. McCann. They said they 
were afraid to venture out against he 


soldiers. 
Was Knocked Senseless. 


Mrs. McCann was knecked down and 
She revived in a moment, 
however, scrambled to her feet and re- 
newed her struggles to get away from 
the soldier. Again he knocked her 
down, unconscious, and then fled. 

Mrs. Chew finally persuaded the men 
to ge back with her and they feund 
Mrs. McCann senseless on the tracks.

‘ Miss Hollis; at Port’ Huron last Feb- 
ruary, wrote to Walter ©, Holmes, presi- 


‘den and manager of the Matilda Ziegler 


Magazine for the Blind, asking him to 
meet her at the train here. She trav- 
eled from Port Huron all aloné, having 
little tags in raised letters attached to 
her railroad ticket, her sleeper ticket, 
her trunk check, etc., so she could dis- 
tinguish them and show the proper one 
when it was called for. 

Miss Hollis was determined to go to 


Germany and consult Dr. Pagensticher, |

Mr. Holmes put Miss Hollis-on deat | 
a steamer for Rotterdam, and walked 
with her seveml times from her cabin | 
to the dining saloon, until she knew the | 
way perfectly. 

Miss Hollis does not speak German, 
but she had armed herself with a let- 
ter in German, which told of her pur- 
pose and destination. She passed a 
night at a Rotterdam: hotel, alone, made 
almost a day’s journey to Wiesbaden | 
and entered Dr. Pagensticher’s sani- 
tarium. He performed several opera- 
tions on her eyes with happy results. 


It is said her blindness was caused 
by too strong applications made in the 
treatment of a mild trouble, Her jour- 
ney from far Port Huron became’ known 
at Wiesbaden and many persons visited 
her and brought her flowers. 

Qne day the Empress of Germany 
called at the sanitarium, and on being 
told of Miss Hollis, went to hér room 
and conversed with her for 10 minutes. 

While in bed recovering from the last 
operation, a photograph of herself taken 
recently was shown to Miss Hollis: Of 
course she remembered herself a girl of 
13, and was surprised by the changes 
36 years had wrought in her.

At 
gight’of the intruder, whom he recognized at a glance, Charles yawned and 
asked with a sneer: “Who is this fellow?” 
“I am Hernands Cortez,” angrily shouted the soldier. “I am _ the 
who has won for you more provinces than your father bequeathed 
towns!” 

The Emperor flushed with anger, the overbold speaker was thrust aside 
and the carriage continued on its journey. Thus did Cortez lose his last 
hope of royal recognition and learn to the full the bitter ingratitude of 
princes. It was the last scene in a wonderful career. 

_ Hernando Cortez was the son of an’ impoverished Spanish nobleman 
who wanted to make a lawyer of his boy. But Hernando had become in- 
fected by the “American craze.” Europe was wild over the newly discovered 
treasure land and adventurers ‘were flocking by thousands to the West Indies. 
Cortez sailed for San Domingo in 1504, when he was only -19. _His courage and 
wit quickly raised him to a local power there, and in 1507 he became Mayor of 


Santiago, Cuba. He was handsome, with gentle, winning manners, and was 4 
born fighter and leader. Also he had more than his 


share of Spanish cruelty. These qualities carried 
SEVEN HUNDRED MEN him far. But he was not content with such wealth

. Mexico had just been discovered by Grijalla. It was

WOMAN IN THE AGES

[.)° REICH in his new book, ‘“‘Wom- 





an Through the Ages,’ has this 
to say of woman in America: 

“There are over 12,000,000 pianos in 
American houses, used mostly by wom- 
en; yet there is not a single American 
pianiste of even the third order. There 
are thousands of schools for American 
women, yet there is not a single Ameri- 
can woman of note as a scholar. 

“The last word then, in American 
womanhood is this, that they represent 
actually what the ancient Greek myths 
(if myths they. be) represented symiboli- 
cally—a realm of Ampzons grafted upon 
a reaim of men.’’ 

Elsewhere and in other periods of the 
world he says woman has made history. 
He traces her influence to numerous 
chapters, beginning with Egypt: 

“Women, with the Egyptians, occu- 
pied a well-defined, important, and high 
position. Religion largely influenced 
their home life, for since their goddesses 
shared’with the gods supreme power, so 
the women were held to have the same 
equality with men, in human _af- 
fairs. * * * The child inherited and 
took the rank of its mother, irrespective 
of the status of the father.”’ 

Despite all this, the Egyptian woman 
possessed familiar feminine weaknesses 
and some unusual in modern times: 

“The women of the better classes, who 
were exempt from toil and exposure, 
were all thus painted yellow, the tint 
getting. paler as they rose in the social 
scale. And to the beauty of the skin 
was attached as much importance as to 
dress. Artificial means of painting and 
rouging were resorted to freely, the 
beauty of the skin being enhanced by 
the frequent use of oil and perfumes, 
in the preparation of whith much in- 
genuity was exercised; parts of the body 
were even tatooed.”’ 

The byvlonian woman was even more 
fortunate than the Egyptian: 

“In these days of women’s rights and 
Dian demand for the franchise, it is 
interesting to note the immenes power 
held by women in Babylonia 30 cen- 
turies ago. The dowry system, which 
gave the woman rights over her own 
property, and the great influence of 
wealth in the country, made of her an 
independent actor in her own affairs; 
and in the documents that have come 
down to us we find married women 
transacting business which in modern

“We find them selling their own prop- 
erty, entering into partnership and 
trade, conducting lawsuits even against 
their own husbands for the unauthor- 
ized disposal of their property, and 
mulcting them in damages; they are 
also parties to the lending of money and 
to the purchase of slaves.

Reich naturally has much to say, was 
in a well-defined inferior position. The 
following indicates tly wisGom—and the 
good fortume—of the male Greek: 

“Silence at all times, whether in or 
out of the house, was considered the 
duty of a woman; and not only was 
she expected to keep silence herself, but 
she was also expected to conduct her- 
self in such a way that no one else 
could speak about her.” 

As in Greece, so in Rome: 

“From the very beginning Rome was 
a man's State. Early Roman law and 
custom placed women in a position in 
which, in spite of the gradual relaxa- 
tion of legal resirictions, the steady 
growth of the imperial idea forced them 
to remain. In the family the Roman 
woman Was a very minor factor.’’ 

“Ail children, male and female, were 
equally subject to the paternal will, but 
the position of daughters was more gall- 
ing than that of sons, inasmuch as 
their freedom of action was consider- 
ably less, and acts wnich were permit- 
ted to a son were regarded as crimes 
when committed by a daughter. A sin- 
gle instange will suffice to illustrate 
this. It as enough for a woman to 
have tasted wine to be held worthy of 
death; and, if we believe Tertullian, the 
Romans first. resorted to kissing in or- 
der that they might the more easily de- 
tect their women’ folk in such lapses 
from. strict virtue.”’ 

Of course, both in Greece and Rome 
woman played a great part, making his- 
tory as often by her vices as her vir- 
tues. Byzantine women,. medieval wom- 
en in cloisters and in the world, and 
the women of the Renaissance are all 
described. Here is an interesting picture 
of middle-class life in the Middle Ages: 
“The burgher woman was jjl- educated 
and violent in temper, uncouth in man- 
ners and foul of speech. She tried to 
tyrannise over her husband, and would 
beat him when she could. being often, 
in her turn, soundly belabored. 

“She was probably a better housewife 
than we usually see out of France to- 
day, understood her husband's business, 
managed jt in many cases for him, and 
could drink nearly as hard as he. For 
the tavern was the resort of the re- 
spectable, goodwife just as much as of 
her mate, and to that she went on her 
way to and from church or when mar: 
keting. In fact, it was her house of 
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call, the place where the gossip of the 
town was discussed.”’ 

Two chapters are devoted to the En- 

glish women of the Tudor and Stuart 
periods, and two to tlie French women 
of the courts of Louis XIV and Louis 
xV. Of the gorgeous days of the ‘Grand 
Monarque” Dr. Keen says: 
, “In contrast to the lavish bathing of 
the earlier Middle Ages, just as may be 
noted in the Court of the English 
Restoration at Whiteliall, so at Ver- 
sailles the student feels that cleanliness 
was as remote as godliness, though the 
salle de toilette was as ostentatious as 
the chapel; and if sometimes gentlemen 
of France -were ruined by the cost of 
the clothes their wives wore, and if the 
mistresses appeared in superb costumes, 
}dirt, moth and discomfort, proceeding 
from personal negligence of what was 
not visible, form .undoubted and ugly 
features of the scene.”’ 

The salons are given a 
themselves: 

“The salon of.1730' was domestic and 
rather dull. That of 1760 was gay, noisy 
and delightfully heartless. That of 1780 
was more pegsimistic, more grave, and 
when there S.. laughter it was ‘au 
bout des dents.’ The’ salon under Louis 
XIV was'a symbol of the past, that 
of Louis XV of the present, that of 
Louis XVI of the future.” 

‘Dr. Reich is always outspoken and 
often caustic. Here are two examples: 

“To turn to the English woman of 
the eighteenth century after contemplat- 
ing her French sister of the same per- 
iod is like eating a penny bun after 
enjoying a delicate eclari. The one was 
provincially insular and narrow-minded, 
whereas the other was delicious, viva- 
cious ene pimost too broad in her 
views.’ 

He believes that in an Imperial State 
the man must predominate, and his gen- 
eral attitude to the position and power 
of woman may be gathered from the 
following quotation: 

‘‘Most wisely might Mme. de Motte- 
ville observe, as I have already quoted: 
‘Women are the originating causes of 
the great convulsiens of states, and 
wars which ruin kingdoms and empires 
proceed nearly always from the effects 
of* their beauty or malice.’ This is at

MAKES HUESTON 
POOL CHAMPION’

Displaying not only the worst form he 
has shown in a pool match in 20 years, 
but also playing an apparently listless 


and careless game, Alfredo De Oro, 
world’s pool champion, for the third 
successive night, was outplayed by 
Thomas Hueston, challenger for the 
title, at the Rex billiard auditorium last 
night, Hueston winning the champion- 
ship, $500 side wager and entire gate 
receipts for the three nights by a score 
of 60 to 436. The score last night was 
188 to 104. 

Monday night De Oro overlooked two 
fouls by Hueston, which, if he claimed 
might have made a difference of 60 balls 
jn the score. Last night, when he had 
the balls scattered all over the table, 
he made a bad foul. Another time he 
miscued. Twice he overlooked or was 
afraid to try combination shots that 


‘'Hueston ripped into without a moment’s 


hesitation and made. 

De Oro’s error in not seeing the fouls 
that Hueston committed Monday night 
was due to the fact that he was talk- 
ing to a friend. On one of the fouls 
when Hueston was shooting out of the 
bunch, he ‘rolled one of the ivories a 
full 18 inches with his cuff, but shot 
at the next ball hurriedly, and De Oro 
did not notice the foul. Hueston de- 
serves his victory. All through the 
match he outplayed the Cuban. When 
he was not shooting he had his eyes 
on the table. De Oro’s foul last night 
was a slight one, but Hueston was on 
his feet in an instant. 


‘ Bad Breaks for De Oro. 


Last night while the. breaks were 
against De Oro, he might have made 
the balls break better for him. 

Hueston, cool, confident and playing 
in ‘almost perfect form, tried for the 
most difficult shots orn the table. What 
might be called a follow draw shot on 
the rail to pocket a ball in the corner 
drew out such applause from the crowd 
of 450 or more persons present who 
packed the room that Hueston had to sit 
down until the crowd had finished. He 
made no less than three brilliant combi- 
nation shots last night breaking the 
bunch. 3 

At that Hueston was a bit overcon- 
fident. When he would get near the 
end of each frame he wou:id become 
careless and several times allowed the 
last two balls to go to De Oro. When 
it came down to a question of hard 
steady safety play or difficult shots, 
Hueston worked like a machine. 

Once he made a shot that the crowd 
could not understand. He had two 
scratches charged against De Oroin 
succession. Hueston could have played 
“safe’’ and then De Oro would have to 
hit a ball, breaking up the bunch in all 
probability. If De Oro did not hit a 
ball, Hueston could have claimed the 15 
balls. Hueston, however, on his turn 
shot for the bunch to play safety and 
broke the triangle up considerably. He 
did not break the balls out of sympathy 
to De Oro, as some said, as the ‘‘Blond- 
Haired Wonder’ has no sympathy for 
De Oro, and was considerably annoyed 
when he realized that he had overlooked 
a chance.

BUFFALO, Nov. 19.—The directors of 
the Eastern League and American As- 
sociation will submit demands to the 
National Baseball Commission at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel in New York 
Dec. 7 and on the outcome of that meet- 
ing will depend the question of war or 
peace in the baseball world.

6. Tenure of proposed agreement; 
terms to be agreed upon. 

7. Commission rule No. 29 to apply to 
the American Association and Eastern 
League in the same manner as said rule 
now applies to major league clubs.

DRUGS NOT DISCARDED 





Says Christianity May Cure 
Ailments Due to Worry | 
and Insomnia. 


The Rev. Charles F. Blaisdell, rector 


Communion, has undertaken to intro- 


duce into St. Louis the Emmanuel 
movement for the healing of disease 
through the combination of religion and 
medicine. 

From the pulpit of his church, at 
Washington and. Leffingwell avenues, 
Pastor Blaisdell will speak next Sunday 
night on “Health of Soul and Body.” 
The address will be an explanation of 
the new method of healing. 

Since he began to talk about the Em- 
manuel movement to his congregation 
and interested outsiders, the Rev. Mr: 
Blaisdell has been visited by a number 
of sick persons. He hag given these 
applicants such help as he could, but 
has not made public the results in the 
way of cures. 

Experience Strengthens Beltef. 


“I have not tried to build up a clinic, 
as the leaders of this work in Boston 
and Chicago have done,” said the young 
rector Thursday to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“But the experience I have thus far 
had in actual dealing with the sick has 
strengthened my belief in the principles 
of*this movement. 

“Take a man, for instance, who is run 
down through worry, who cannot sleep 
or eat through his anxiety about his 
business, or about his family. Or one 
who, at the very time when he needs to 
use his best energies, is oppressed by 
lassitude, and seems unable to put forth 
effective efforts. 

“an such cases, insomnia, indigestion 
and lassitude are the products of condi- 
tions in the man’s mind, and, while 
medicine may be needed, there is also 
needed the influence of religion, to teach 
the man to rely on a power above him- 
self. 

Quotes Scientific Authority. 

“There is high scientific authority for 
believing in the value of such treatment. 
Sir Oliver Lodge, one of the greatest of 
English scientists, said: ‘Drugs and no 
prayer may be almost as foolish as 
prayer and no drugs.’ | 

“The Rev. Dr. Worcester, originator of 
the Emmanuel movement, consulted 
with noted physicians who are members 
of his Boston congregation before he 
ventured to make his views public. One 
of those who has publicly approved them 
is Dr. 8. Wiér Mitchell of Philadelphia.” 

The Emmanuel movement takes its 
name frem Emmanuel Episcopal Church, 
in Boston, where the work was begun 
by the Rev. Dr. Elwood Worcester. Dr. 
Worcester has built up, in connection 
with his church, a clinic for the treat- 
ment of disease. 

His work has been described as “the 
first attempt to bring into friendly al- 
Hance the forces of medical science and 
the religion of the New Testament.”’ The 
movement, although thus far taken up 
principally in the Episcopal church, js 
not sectarian. 

Boston Healer Successful. 

Dr. Worcester and his colleague, the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel McComb, have had re- 
markable success in the work of healing 
in Boston, and many persons have gone 


}ifrom distant places to receive treatment 


from them. 

In Chicago the same work has been 
taken up by Bishop Samuel Fallows of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, who, in 
his clinic, has not hesitated to accept 


{cases in which medicine has failed. 


The Emmanuel movement differs from 

Christian Science in that it recognizes 
the place of the physician, and does not 
try to supplant docters or medicine. It 
differs from the old-fashioned faith 
healing in that it calls for other virtues 
equally with that of faith. 
Like Christian Science, it has a text- 
book. The book is “Religion and Medi- 
cine,” by Dr. Worcester and Dr. Mc- 
Comb. A large part of Pastor Blaisdell's 
work in introducing the movement in 8t. 
Louis has been done in the way of direct 
teaching from this book. 

The Roy. Mr. Blaisdell is one of the 
youngest members of the St. Louis 
clergy. He was formerly an assistant 
at St. Bartholomew's Church, New 
York City, to the Rev. Dr. David C. 
Greer, now Bishop of New York. Since 
becoming a rector ef the Holy Com- 
munition Churelt, he has opposed plans 
to remove the church to the West 
End, and has bought and equipped a 
parish house adjoining the church 
building. He lives. with his family, at 
4008A McPherson avenue.

The man who sells tainted milk for 
children is just as wicked as the man 


Jwho has the cigarette habit or who bets 


on the races, in the opinion of Prof. 
Edwin E. Earp, who holds the chair of 
sociology at Syracuse University. 

This phillipic against the criminal 
milkman was delivered in the course of 
an address made to the Methodist Fed- 
eration for Social Service, in session at 
St. John’s M. E. Church, King’s high- 
way and Washington boulevard, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Prof. Earp’s subject was “What the 
Workingman Might Reasonably Expect 
From the Church.’’ He said that there 
were, among the voters of the United 
States, about 2,000,000 employers of labor, 
about 6,000,000 laborers in lines of indus- 
try where unions existed, and about 16,- 
000,000 belonging to neither class, spec- 
tators and known as “the public.”’ 


Capitalists Need Moralizing 
He d it was the duty of the F Shurch 


to educate this public, to “moralize’’ the 
capitalist and “socialize” the- working- 
man. For the church to “socialize the 
_ a ay gal he said, it would be nec- 
essary to seem less concerned with the 
workingman’s vices, affecting only the 
individual, than with the sins that af- 
fect others. In this connection he de- 
nounced the unscrupulous milkman as 
on a parity with the cigarette smoker 
and the man who bets. 

Hanford Crawford, head of Scruggs, 
Vandevoort & Barney, spoke on the 
problems of the department store em- 
ployes. He said: 

“I know that women in department 
stores face a temptation to jncrease 
their incomes by dangerous means. 
Sometimes this is done, if not with the 
connivance, yet with the knowledge of 
the employer. ut such cases are very 
rare, 

Work for Christian Women. 

“It is the duty of any Christian wom- 
an when she overhears anything indi- 
cating that a saleswoman is under a 
moral taint to take such means to cor- 
rect that condition as are a hand. I 


don’t think she would find the office 
door of a dozen employers in the coun- 
try closed to her if she went to com- 
plain of something violative of social 
order existing among the employes. 

“And if the employer is unable or un- 
willing to cope with this problem, then 
it is the duty of the church to take it 
uD. the same as any: other rescue prob- 
em.”’ 
Mr. Crawford said he ate two meals 
a day and slept on Lindell boulevard, 
but that he really lived at the store. 

“It is more important to my family,” 
said he, ‘‘that the place where I live is 
morally healthy than the place where I 
eat and sleep.”’ 

Lauds Department Stores, 

Mr. Crawford paid a tribute to St. 
Louis department store owners for up- 
holding wages during the recent busi- 
ness depression, saying: 

“For the last two years 70 per cent 
of the total profit made in the sales 
of two of the houses of this city was 

aid to employes in wages. The other 

per cent was for rent, and for all the 
running expenses. Now, I can truth- 
fully say to you that these two stores 
did not make a dime. It is absolutely 
impossible with any such wage scale in 
the retail business to make a dime. 
And why was that done? Simply that 
those faithful clerks roe not be laid 
off, without employ

little girls selling papers at the Union 
Station and of a small boy delivering 
a special delivery letter to her at night.
